TWO HOLIDAYS IN A ROW! 


We will observe Labor Day, Monday, 
September 7, as a paid holiday for 
all eligible permanent employees. 
In addition, we will observe Tues- 
day, September 8, as the Floating 
Holiday. 

Each permanent hourly employee 
(not covered by the Walt Disney 
World Construction Project Agree- 
ment or the Lake Buena Vista Com- 
munities Inc., Residential Construc- 
tion Project Agreement) who works 
on Labor Day or the Floating Holiday 
shall receive holiday pay plus 
straight time for all hours worked. 

All permanent salaried employees 
who are required to work the holi- 
days, shall be entitled to sub- 
sequently receive a compensating 
day off. This shall be a regular work 
day which is mutually agreeable to 
the employee and his/her supervisor. 
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TOMORROWLAND'S PEOPLEMOVER 
ADAPTED TO HOUSTON AIRPORT 


Last week, the Houston Intercontinental Airport began operating a new rapid 
transit rail system, carrying passengers between the terminals, parking lot, 
and airport hotel. What made this new system unique is that it's the next 
generation of our Disney-designed WEDway PeopleMover, being used in 
industry for the first time outside Disneyland and Walt Disney World. 

The system, used for the first time here in Tomorrowland, is the world’s first 
mass transit system using the linear induction motor principles. 

Linking passengers arriving and departing the airport with terminals andan 
onsite hotel, the PeopleMover transportation system combines virtual 100% 
reliability, energy efficiency, and safety. A similar system in operation here 
since 1975 has performed with 99.8% efficiency. 

The Houston Airport transit system was built by a Disney/Turner Construc- 
tion Company team. Designed and engineered by WED Enterprises, the 
actual installation was performed by the Turner group, notable for their 30- 
year record of providing construction services for major airport expansions, 
airline maintenance, and terminal facilities. The combination provided a 
unique blending of construction techniques with peoplemoving experience. 

A major advantage of the PeopleMover transit system is its lack of gears, 
belts, or other mechanical devices. The wheels and doors are the only moving 
parts of the entire system. A series of pollution-free linear induction motors 


imbedded in the track create a magnetic field that “pushes” the five three-car- 


trains along the mile-and-a-half track at up to 15 mph. The operation of the 
system is controlled and monitored by a minicomputer. 

Energy conservation is another feature of the WEDway PeopleMover Sys- 
tem. Sensors along the track insure that electric power is applied only to the 
linear induction motors directly beneath the train cars. All others are in the 
"off" position. This gives the new transport system an average cost of 9¢ per 
passenger mile. 

Contributing to the system's safety record is a “block zone” behind each 
moving train, which prevents electric power from being supplied to motors in 
that zone, thus insuring that safe distances are maintained between cars. In 
addition, unlike most subway-type trains in operation across the nation, there 
is no exposed "power rail” used with the PeopleMover motors. This means that 
there is no high voltage exposed wire or rail along the track. 

The first WEDway PeopleMover was a continuous flow transportation sys- 
tem introduced at the 1964 New York World's Fair. Three years later, an 
improved and modified system was opened at Disneyland. 

In 1975, the first WEDway PeopleMover system using the linear induction 
motor principle was introduced at Walt Disney World in Tomorrowland. All in 
all, the Houston project is the culmination of 20 years of research, develop- 
ment, construction, testing, and operation. 
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Each of the five trains consists of three cars. The 
wheels and doors are the only moving parts, with the 
rails used for guidance only. Power is supplied by the 
linear induction motors along the track which switch 
on in sequence, using their magnetic fields to “push” 
the train from one motor to the next. Speed of up to 15 
mpg can be achieved.

Weall heara great deal about the United Way Campaign during the fall of the 
year, and although you may realize that the United Way assists 80 agencies 
which are working to help everyone within the community, you may still have 
questions about the United Way. Here are some answers for you: 
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What is the United Way? 

It's the people in your community. It’s thousands of volunteers. It's 80 agen- 
cies who provide necessary health and family services. All these people join 
together in a cooperative effort, whether it is giving dollars or volunteering 
time or actually providing services to whoever needs them in the Orange, 
Osceola, and Seminole counties. 


How does United Way determine what agencies receive funding? 

It is important to know that an agency decides to join the United Way. No 
agency is ever forced to join. When an agency wants United Way funding, 
they must meet some strict stipulations. First, they must be a nonprofit organi- 
zation. Second, the agency must provide necessary programs involving 
health, character building, or family services. Next, they must agree to one 
campaign forall. United Way agencies do not hold separate fund-raisers in the 
form of telethons, marathons, or door-to-door campaigns. Also, the agency 
must publish an audited financial report and be willing to have their needs 
evaluated against other agencies by the United Way Budget Review Com- 
mittee. 


Why then do some agencies supported by United Way charge fees? 

United Way funds are stretched to help the greatest number of people. No 
oneis every turned away because of the lack of funds, so United Way funds are 
used for those who cannot afford the services. Some people can only afford a 
portion of the cost and the United Way will pay the rest. Whereas, someone 
who can pay is asked to do so. Many times United Way funds are used to gain 
matching funds from the state and federal government. An example is the 4C 
Day Care program where one United Way dollar can be used to obtain seven 
dollars from government programs. 


Where does our money go? 

By supporting United Way, you are supporting 80 agencies in Orange, 
Osceola, and Seminole counties. The money you give stays in this commu- 
nity. An important point for you to remember is that your United Way contribu- 
tion goes directly to services and programs for people, not facilities. 


How much of United Way dollars go to campaign and administrative costs? 

Here in Orange, Osceola, and Seminole counties, only 6% of your contribu- 
tion is used for these costs. Therefore, 94% of your contribution goes to agencies 
to help people! 


What is "FAIR SHARE?” 

Fair Share is just a suggested guideline established by the United Way of 
what a working person could pledge. Fair Share is based on six-tenths of one 
percent of your earnings. It is: important to note that whatever you feel is a fair 
contribution is a worthy contribution. Any contribution, no matter how big or 
small, helps other people in your community. 


What is the United Way goal? 

The United Way goal for Orange, Osceola, and Seminole counties is 
$3,600,000. Our Walt Disney World Company goal is $350,000. Our goal is 
almost 10% of the total overall goal. Walt Disney World Company has a 
tremendous impact on the community. Your contribution does help!
